POMEROY, THE FAMOUS LIFE CONVICT 


Jesse Pom eroy’s death, after serving fifty-six years in M assachusetts 
prisons, probably establishes a record for the length of a life sentence. 
Convicted of m urder when only fourteen years old, Pomeroy represented, 
the type of crim inal deserving the death penalty, according to the ideas 
of th a t day. 
He was a dangerous person; he had killed two children 
and had tortured others. 
Never given to ordinary juvenile diversions 
or boyhood com panionship, he wras shy and shunning. 
He developed a 
strange m entality. 
It is said th at his story-book heroes included Simon 
G irty, the Pennsylvania renegade who spent his life w ith the Indians. 
Although the lad was sentenced to be hanged in 1876, petitions for 
clemency finally won a com m utation 
to 
life 
im prisonm ent, of which 
forty years were solitary confinem ent. D uring th a t period he read every 
book in the prison library and tau g h t him self algebra, geometry, Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew. 
There is no doubt th a t his character underw ent a 
great transform ation; it was said he became a scholar and a philoso­ 
pher. 
But three years ago, when he was transferred from the prison 
shops to a prison farm , he showed the reticence which had revealed it­ 
self before he reached his teens. He sh ran k from the pleasant fields and 
uncom m unicately retired into the shell of his old closed personality. For 
more th an h alf a century he had been adjusting him self to the dem ands 
of a socially ordered world, preparing for freedom and trying to give 
proof of his w orthiness to obtain it, while tw’enty-tw’o governors turned 
a deaf ear to his plea for liberty. Finally, w’hen his wish was in a m eas­ 
ure to be granted by his rem oval to the prison farm , he was reluctant 
to change; grown an old m an in a gloomy environm ent he had become 
crusty, no longer fitted by disposition to enjoy w hat he had been coveting.
